Quantity of gold, if a story which has 
reached officials of the Missouri R e­ 
sources Museum here is true. F u rth ­ 
ermore, those who brought the m a t­ 
ter to the attention of the officials, 
have instituted a search for a deer­ 
skin map, which is said to give the 
definite location of the buried trea s­ 
ure. 
T he m useum authorities 
received 
a letter from H. F. Entz, of Blanch­ 
ard, Oklahoma, jvho inquires w heth­ 
er the officials h^re have in 
their 
possession, or have heard of a map, 
charted on a deerskin and known as 
“The Deer Hide Map.” 
The Okla­ 
hom a m a n goes on to say that many 
years ago, w hen Missouri was yet 
frequented by 
hostile 
Indians, 
a 
large quantity of gold was being car­ 
ried from California to New York by 
freighters, who were halted by In­ 
dians and forced to bury the gold in 
Saline county, Missouri. 
The men 
had only a deerskin 
on 
which 
to 
ch a rt the hiding place and the sur­ 
rounding country, he says, and such 
a map was drawn, 
giving 
certain 
symbols by which the cache could be 
located. 
About forty years ago, the story 
goes, several m en were sent to S a­ 
line county to search for the secret­ 
ed wealth and they had in their p o s­ 
session this 
map. 
They 
were 
in 
search of two signs to 
which 
the 
m a p directed them, one of the m arks 
being a crow ’s foot carved on a rock 
and the other the likeness of the frog 
of a h o rse ’s hoof, also carved on a 
rock. 
T he treasure 
hunters, how­ 
ever, were 
unable to 
find 
these 
m a rk s and departed, without finding 
the gold. 
A few years later, Mr. Encz gays, 
his father found signs which corres­ 
ponded identically with the ones de­ 
scribed by the map and he thinks 
th a t ,if the m ap can be recovered, 
th e tre a su re can soon be found.

agricultural 
interests 
a 
voice in 
its 
control. 
The 
Ken­ 
tuckian replied that if there was 
anything 
wrong 
with 
democratic 
laws the republicans had had six 
years in which to correct them. 
Representative 
Tincher 
opened 
with a series of questions concern­ 
ing deflation and the events of the 
recent democratic national conven­ 
tion 
in 
New 
York. 
Mr. Tincher 
asked his opponent if he believed 
that W. J. Bryan spoke truthfully at 
New’ York when he said that John 
W. 
Davis, 
democratic 
presidential 
nominee .was “unfit for president 
because of his connection as attor­ 
ney for J. P. Morgan and company, 
the Standard Oil company and the 
Rubber Trust.” 
Mr. Barkley replied by denying 
th a t Mr. Bryan had said Mr. Davis 
was “unfit” to be president. 
“If he had said that,” Mr. Bark­ 
ley declared, “he would have been 
w’rong. 
W hat he said was that the 
fact that he represented large cli­ 
ents as a lawyer might raise a pre­ 
sumption as to his availability, but 
that this presumption could be over­ 
come by Mr. Davis himself in the 
development and expression of his 
political view’g.” 
Mr. Tincher said Mr. Bryan argu­ 
ed that Davis was a director of at 
last three or four of the corpora­ 
tions and w’ould, if elected, be in 
sympathy with them and against the 
interests of the masses of the west. 
If Mr. 
Bryan spoke 
truthfully at 
that time, he said, “w’hat has hap­ 
pened since to change the situation 
is amusing.” 
In developing his argument on the 
condition of the farmers, Mr. Tin­ 
cher inquired of Mr. Barkley if he 
could name any calendar year in 
which agriculture has had prosperi­ 
ty under a democratic tariff.

brought the response that there was

coming in to the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections from citi­ 
zens in various counties in all sec­ 
tions of the state relative to con­ 
ditions in 
local jails 
and 
alm s­ 
houses, F rank E. Kimball, secretary 
of 
the 
board, 
announced 
today. 
However, 
as 
the 
last 
legislature 
failed to make an appropriation for 
funds for a state inspector of jails 
and almshouses, the board has been 
virtually helpless and at a loss as 
to how existing conditions complain­ 
ed 
of can 
be 
remedied, 
Kimball 
added. 
Little can be done by the board 
to improve the jails, with the ex­ 
ception of what can be accomplish­ 
ed by correspondence through the 
secretary, and county courts should 
make 
every 
effort 
to make jails 
more sanitary, he said. 
A number 
of jails do not even make any at­ 
tempt to keep their jails clean and 
healthful, according to Kimball. 
As an immediate remedy for the 
unsanitary conditions, in the jails 
of some counties, the secretary of 
the board urges that the inmates do 
all the work of keeping the jail fit 
and clean. 
He said: 
“There is no reason why t£e in­ 
m ates should not do all the work 
of keeping the jail sanitary. 
It is 
legal 
and 
the 
county 
court 
or 
sheriff could make rules and work 
the prisoners, If they desired. Gen­ 
erally, 
prisoners 
are glad 
of 
the 
opportunity for exercise and skilled 
men are often found "among those 
present.” 
As a m atter of fact, all 
of those in jail who have beer- con­ 
victed should be at work.” 
Kimball also asserted that 
bed­ 
ding should be kept clean, above 
all else, 
and 
that 
a new inmate 
should not sleep on uncovered bed­ 
ding 
used 
by 
a 
former 
prisoner. 
Beds 
in 
jailf 
should 
be 
covered 
and 
the cover 
should 
be washed 
after each prisoner, he said. 
The secretary said that the next 
legislature 
should 
give 
the 
board 
of charities and corrections power 
to force counties to maintain sani­ 
t a r y jails and almshouses.

Carrot Salad.—Put through the 
meat grinder three or four carrots, 
i or enough to measure a cu p fu l; add 
salt, mayonnaise and scraped onion 
to taste and one-half cupful of fine­ 
ly-minced fresli peanuts. Serve on 
i lettuce with a spoonful of mayon- 
, naise on top. 
Pineapple Tapioca Sponge.— Heat 
one pint of grated pineapple in a 
double boiler; add one-half cupful 
of boiling water, a little salt, then 
stir in one-four^i cupful of minute 
tapioca. 
Stir and cook twenty min­ 
utes, or until the tapioca is clear, 
add the juice of half a lemon, one- 
I half cupful of sugar, and fold In 
I the stiffly beaten whites of two eggs 
I beaten stiff. 
Serve with cream and 
I sugar.
